MALCOLM X. with his promotion man mixture of 
outrage, tactical genius and Utter charm put the 
Black Muslims painfully la thc-pubUc eye. 

Where do they stand now, a year after hi* death? 

SWith Malcolm, It often seemed that "any publicity 
was food publicity," and rrowlnr membership totals 
reflected this. No one has taken the place of this out- 
ipoken national firure, and thla la also reflected— to 
almost stagnant membership. 

Neither Elijah Muhammad nor other Muslim 
leaders In our talks with them would estimate how 
large the "Nation of Islam" Is. Others hare Judged 
from 230,000 down to 5,000. 

Based on talks with law enforcement men, par- 
ticularly In Chicago where the sect has Its head- 
quarters, and with a variety of government and Negro 
leaders, the figure of 6,000 seems sound. 

This is a slight Increase since Malcolm split with 
the aging Elijah two years ago. The number of mosques 
also is creeping upward. Now there are Just over 
40 with another 50 "unnumbered mosques" throughout 
the country, some with as fewaj i 10 members jattila*, 
once every two months.

A member of th* Nation of 
Islam, he told u. tu seD- 
Ins copiaa of "Muhammad 
Speaks" the religion's news- 
paper, on a comer In a amaU 
MlstUetppt town.

Umplf 
walked vb. skahed the Negro 
with ft knife and (trolled. 
away. There iu no proseca- 
tlon, he claimed.

The rural Negro Ii Isolated 
and haa trouble enough 
maintaining" membership In 
such nationally recognized 
group* as th* NAACP. The 
Black Muslims, with their 
strong anu-wnlte teaching!, 
oHer an even rreater danger 
to Southern bellevert. 

Even without Malcolm's 
flamboyant recrulttnc. Uvera 
la itui a now of members into 
the mosques. But the outflow 
of those baffled by Elijah's 
numerolaglcal teachings or i 
unwilling to stick with hla' 
doctrines of no smoking , ca- 
rousing; drmklng or pork 
eating la almost equally great 
One ad uc a ted estimate 
shoved loo affiliations with 
the Chicago mosque In a 
alngle month with almost the 
some number of defeeton. 

In Chicago, Muslim "fight- 
ers" tried to net Chicago 
youth gangs on grounds that 
both war* fighting for black 
supremacy. A fsw youngsters 
vent Into the mosques, but 
the overall program flopped 
because the gang- members 
found Um Muslim •"—■p'l-it 
too much for them. 

.The virulence of the Mus- 
lim ■* attacks on established 
elril rights groups hti also 
made the sect suspect among 
Negroes. In a recent Issue of 
"Muhammad Speaks." an un* 
kind caricature of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Is on tne cover. 
and wij»h Muhammad's 
comment* read: 

"Wheta da w* think w* 
are going irith aa Uncle Tcm 
who haa declared himself ha 
lave with his t white) muter 
and win work against any 
Negro his master la against 
. . . aoy black nan preaching 
brotherhood far hla slsve- 
.misUs'J children needs U ba 
sent te an Insane uylom and 



sva Us braaai as 
t* the kaawladg* as* aJnuetf." 

rCgt MUSLIM* gsrttraJ? 
applaud Rep. Adam Clay* 
ton PoweO <D.-N.T.)— "io- 
.trtpid" ha k called. Bat Rap. 
Powell la certainly no Mua- 
11m. And an odd contradic- 
tion occurs when In the same 
bass CORE, NAACP. the) 
Urban League and SNCC an 
attacked — while, statistics 
on Negro problems complied 
by thee* very groups are 
heavily headlined, with full 
acknowledgement. 

The appeal of the Black 
Muslims In their drlv* tor 
members la that they promuw 
to the down-trodden Negroes 
something they badly need: 
self-respect, an end to self- 
pity. The Muslim* are neatly 
dressed, polite and admirably 
frank. They look you In th* 
eye. 

But the diatribes of antl- 
whltt temona uvtld* the 
mosque, and the explosive po- 
tential behind the politeness 
art what worry civil rights 
and law enforcement men 



Mosques arc orginUadj 
under a minister and a cap-il 
tain of "The Fruit of Islam.-l 
The latter are the male mem' 
bership ot the mosques, with 
the strongest of tna young 
adults making up a sort of 
honor guard. They study Judo 
and other self-defense tech- 
niques with military disci- 
pline. The women help with 
"Muslim girls training"— 
coursea In cooking, sewing; 
and other domestic en- 
deavors, i 

In Chicago and Detroit ttrt 
Nation of Islam runs schools 
and in many cities the 
mosques operate resteuranta, 
grocery stores, cleaning plants 
and other small enterprise*. 
Inside the school foyer In 
Chicago, a bulletin board 
held a picture of Cassias 
Clay (Muhammad AH) and a 
list of these stares with a 
legend "keep the money la 
the circle." 

In dues without Muslim 
schools, or among those Mus- 
lims «tio cannot afford th* 
extra tuition. Muslim students 
often present problems. One 
New York educator cold this 
story: __ 

"A brijht H-jWrnttTMas- 
tlm youngster, taking* U heart 
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h is aatl-wj rft* learning hi the 
mosque, poshed hi* teacher 
U the "point of dlrtraetion."

,and left during ElUtb Mu-

Some etate court* have 
ruled the Nation of Islarn la 
rvjt a religion, and there 
prison* need not allow 



Koran*, special djetflf «ui»** 
■(deration and minister** 
visit*. Other state* have held 
It is a religion and Muslim* 
get rights accorded other re- 
ligious prisoners. 

The draft law*— which scat 
Elijah and one **■ ta prison 
and another son to a coa- 
eienUou* objecter proj e ct ■ 
remain a toothy subject far 
both Mnsllm* and the Jostle* 
Department. Elijah seek* ta 
avoid leg*! trouble wherever 
poutble and leave* defiance 
of draft law* dp te individual 
choice. 

The fanatic- cohesion of 
Muslim* In jail* 1* another 
prison problem. In San 
QuenUn, a Black Muslim 
leader was Wiled by a guard 
during a racial fight and 70 
Negro Inmate*, many of them 
Muslim*, staged a short work 
•trite. Violence blamed en 
Muslim* by authorities also 
ha* broken out at state or 
federal prison* In Virginia, i 
Indiana. Georgia, Illinois and : 
other states. 

The Muslim feeling that 
they owe no allegiance to the 
American flag or most of lis 
institution* continue* to be 
a headache. • 

The New Jersey Supreme 
Court ruled last month that 
Buck Muslim children need 
not salute the flag. The 
court cited a state law ex- 
empting children who have 
conscientious scruples against 
the salute. In many mosques, 
the American flag and the 
Muslim's own star and moon 
flag are hung up side b7 side, 
but under the V.S. flag are 
derogatory remark* to show 
it shouw not be respected. 
The catholic War Veteran*, 
among others, have protested 
the Nev Jersey ruling.

markings made by the weapon 
used to gun down Malcolm X 
last February 21* 

Testifying as the 21st prose- 
cution witness In the first-de- 
gree murder trial which la Into 
its sixth week. Reisch said a 
microscopic examination of the 
shell casings of the cartridges 
taken from Hayer matched 
three shells found in the Audu- 
bon Ballroom in upper Man- 
hattan when Malcolm was 
slain. 

Reisch said the extractor 
marks on a gun are significant 
and peculiar to that particular 
weapon. He said the markings 
are simOar to an individual's 
fingerprints. 

Police confiscated a cartridge 
clip containing four .45-caliber 
bullets from Hayer when he was 
arrested minute* after Malcolm 
X'l assassination. Hajrer was 
shot and wounded is the left 
thigh by a Malcolm X security 
guard as he attempted to flee 



the ballroom. Police later had 
to rescue him from an Irate 
mob of Malcolm X followers. 

A fingerprint expert testified, 
earlier that Hayer 'a thumb 
print matched latent printa tak- 
en from a smoke bomb that waa 
ignited In the ballroom mo- 
ments before the bearded if 
year old Malcolm X was kill!

Malcolm X.has besn dead for almost 11 
months, and an? day now the trial will begin 
for the men arrested for hts murder. They 
were Indicted for the crime only 10 month* 
aao. It would be terribla to tee Justice move 
too swiftly. 

The men accused of slaying Malcolm X are 
Norman 3X Butler, Thomas 15X Johnson, and 
Talmadce Hayer, who apparently could not 
•fiord hla own X. Orijinally the trio was 
expected to come to trial late last summer, 
which did not seem too unreasonable, but. 
while rumors swirled that the police feared 
they lacked sufficient evidence, the case did 
not go on to the court schedule until December. 
It waa postponed in December because the 
court felt it would-be unfair to make the 
Jurors sit over Christmas. It was postponed 
RCA in last week because the court felt it 
■could be unfair to make the Jurors flaht the I 
liibway strike. I think It should be post- I 
feoned once more, until after Feb. 12, because I

(why he eulodicd Malcolm)," Davis wrote.

. . . (but) they all, every last, black, clory- 
huiilne one of them, knew that Malcolm — .

Is so alien to us, this being the assassination of a great for 
elgn prince by the agents of another foreign prince. i 

The Malcolm X jury has been an atrociously long time 1 
In the picking; late yesterday afternoon, even the Muslim j 
mask of Thomas 15 K Johnson, one of the defendants, finally 
gave way to boredom and he was observed to yawn. ' 

The mystery of the Muslims been set aside for the mo- 
ment and replaced by the older mystery of the Jury process. 
Most prospective Jurors lie, one supposes, although that it Is 
harsh word to use about expressions of Improbable senti- 
ments founded on the desire either to serve or to avoid 
service. 

Men of affairs are not In general anxious to sit on Juries; 
and their sort has been quick to confess a disabling bias 
against victim and defendants alike that is probably deeper 
than it really feela, Those who want to serve seem In most 
cases to have little In their lives from which this would not 
be at least a distraction. The final panel is sure to run heavily 
to dvU servants, who will do almost anything .to escape the 
dreary round of their Jobs, and to women exhausted by the 
unremitting companionship of their retired husbands. 

I do not know enough about murder to say whether it is 

the act of persons bored by their dally lives, but murderers 

are certainly most often tried by persona quite obviously In 

■"tnat condition. .-. ^ . _. , -*— — * 
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r .. _T>*«re Is something pathetic and by no means misehlev^ 
ous about the persons who want to serve or juries. They are 
required, before they can hope lor acceptance, to pretend to 
an innocence and an Indifference about public aL f .nis which 
under ordinary circumstances one would think a disbarment 
to voting for a city councilman, let alone deciding a capital 
case. To (it in Justice Marks' court yesterday was to watch 
a parade of Negroes, who could swear that they had vaguely 
heard of Malcolm X and occasionally discussed him although 
without expressing an opinion, and white persons who had 
talked about the Black Muslims but had formed no judgment 
about the worth of the doctrine that the white man is a devil. 
It is difficult to accept neutrality of these proportions; 
but it is impossible to reject the myth of it; otherwise, then 
would be no getting a jury at all. There can hardly be a 
lawyer alive who has solved the riddle of jurors; and most 
of the damage to defendants has been done by lawyers who 
thought they had. 

Both sides seemed to struggle yesterday to pick on blind 
chance, and guesswork; the district attorney's of nee exer- 
cised Its challenges, as an Instance, ma*l often to excuse 
Negro women In their middle years; it's assumption must be 
that the defendants, being neat and contained young men, 
will exercise an unreasonable pull on the maternal instinct 
There U no way to assess this assumption. It t» no more than 
• guess, but nothing more than a guess Is provided In the 
lottery of this process. 

Still it is the only process we have to find out the truth 
about the murder of Malcolm X And that seems a hopeless 
expectation. Every witness, even Malcolm's friends, Is likely 
to be a hostile one; It is the meaning of these people's lives 
that they do not truit thii court or any of our courts. Blind 
and In the dark, we struggle then for the secrets of a foreign 
power. 

And still, oddly enough, the ideal docs rather often get 
served by persons who seem, at first, especially unqualified 
to serve It We shall sit for weeks with these jurors, and in 
the end they will make a judgment and we shall be sur- 
prised at how close it is to' our own, assuming we have paid 
' attention. The process attempts the impossible, and somehow

They have 
court appointed attorney* raid by the state; these are as good 
lawyers as any defendant could need; but they are not 
wealthy one* and they cm ii*crily spend tram their own 
pockets the sort of money a man accused ot murder needs to 
find his own witnesses arc rebut those tor the state. 

Yet, Innocent or guiliy, what brought them here wu 
tfieir allegiance to Elijah liuhamncd. it innocent, rhey are 
on trial because of the lies of his rncmies; and. if guilty, they 
are here because they did a Job for the old man; in either 
case they suffer because of their faith in him.

I wu In Mexico aty that Sunday, standing on th« rooftop' 
of the houac we lived In on Call* Ver&aUea, watching * hawk 
circle th* tr««i of the Reform*. The hawk moved in ever-diminUb- 
liif dixies and then, suddenly, he dived. I never saw him again. 

About seven o'clock, with the day gone, I turned on th* 
radio and heard for the drat time that Malcolm X had. been 
murdered in Harlem. 

All that evening, w» searched for details; Americans In 
foreign countries seem to spend much of their time on the detail* 
of murders. The English language newspaper had only spotty, 
carbonized reports from the wire services and the other paper* 
were still waiting for more Information. Bits and pieces wer* 
ail we ever got: Malcolm X had been murdered in the Audubon 
Ballroom In front of 400 people; sixteen bullets or shotgun 
peilets had hit him, most of them In the chest: police had 
rescued one suspect from a mob which was kicking him to 
death; a search was on for other*. t 

f By the following day, Malcolm X had already been inttrredT 
In the graveyard prose of the obituary writer; his death! waa 
no r a second day story, and long esdays were printed about th* 
Mdodbeth of violence that would follow. When the violence 
never came off, the story died. 

On Monday, three men will go on trial for Malcolm's death 
and perhapa then we will get something harder and clearer. II 
w* don't, the death of Malcolm X will remain a mystery. 
* * « 

Malcolm hlmoetf I* no mystery anymore, thanks to a stony 
ning book called "The Autobiography of Malcolm X" (Grove 
Press. J7-50). Here, for the Orst time, we are able to understand 
why Malcrhria d?«th moved .some of us, and why, aU these 
months since February 21st, his presence has remained with us. . 

More than anything else, this ia a book about big-dry' 
Negroes, and what life In those cities does to some of the best 
of them. In any civilized society, a man with the intelligence 
and style and Integrity of mind of a Malcolm Little would cer- 
tainly have been among the etite. 

Instead he became a pimp, a drug pusher, a eomnaa and a 
hustler, a hold-up man and a convict. Through one of those 
mysterious accidents which seem to mark the lives of men who 
change their times, he also became Malcolm X, and for a white 
at least the wreckage of his life was salvaged. He was told on 
a brother .ibour the Nation of Islam and <udd*nlv underwent ■ 
religious transformation. His book la about what happened 
afterwards. By the time he. died, the mtn who became Malcolm X 
haa traveled to most of the great capitals of the world, (had 
*3J£ foflced his presence on th* mind* of moat Americans, and [had 
- r «3». sta/ted moving out into an even larger world than the one that 
r&c hal formed him. More than anything else, the death of Malqplm 
y& X was a waste of an enormously powerful human being.

eration to convict Talmadge Hayer of a murder , 
he had already confessed. 

Yesterday afternoon there had been the wild unnatural 
hope thai Peter Sabbatlno, who was Hayer" s lawyer, might, 
have hung the jury. And, right now, against all reason and 
persona] affection for Bayer's victim, there Is a part of this 
witness that wishes he had. 

Our criminal courts may be the last precinct left where 
men work for the love of their art. There was no profit En 
the trial of the murderers of Malcolm X. The intricate arti- 
fices of the prosecution were superbly crafted by Vincent 
Dermody, an assistant district attorney, who makes less in 
a year than counsel for outraged wives can make in a week. 
The defendants were paupers abandoned by old Elijah Mu- 
hammed, whose messengers they are presumed to be; two of 
them had court-appointed attorneys, who made about $15 a 
day on the Job. 

Talmadge Hayer, the third, had retained Peter Sabba- 
tlno, who could hardly exoect to majce much more than the 
other lawyers. 

This case," Sabbatlno said yesterday afternoon. "I took 
It for Christian charity. I won't make enough to pay my law 
assistant.'' 

Now Talmadge Hayer had been shot running from the 
scene of Malcolm X"s assassination. He had in his pocket a 
clip from one of the murder weapons- He had been. seen fir- 
ing a pistol by four witnesses. His thumbprint had been 
found on an unexploded smoke bomb left behind at the scene 
of the crime. 

Week before last, Sabbatlno put Talmadge Hayer on the 
stand in his own defense. His explanations were about as 
plausible as could be Imagined under the Circumstances: as 
an Instance, he explained the ammunition dip In his pocket 
t>y saying he'd found It Cfa public washroom. — 
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«.._ As 41 that weren't enou£h of ajoad to carry fpr $2 an 
hour, Sabbatino had next the dreadful experience of seeing 
Hayer resume the stand to swear that he had taken part In 
the murder but that hJs co-defendants were innocent 

So, on Monday last, Sabbatino at 74, had to arise and 
deliver his summation of the defense for a client reduced by 
himself and by his prosecutors to that condition. 

Peter Sabbatino roared and bellowed as though Talmadge 
Hayer were Dreyfus and he Clemenceau. He had an explana- 
tion for almost everything. Haver's confession was the self' 
sacrificing lie of Christian charity. 

Still there was the matter of Hayer** thumbprint on the 
smoke bomb, and nothing under God could get Sabbatino, 
around that. He faced it as a gentleman must 

"As lor the thumbprint on the smoke bomb," he said, 
looking with solemn faith at every Juror. "I leave that for 
you to explain." 

On Thursday night, when the jury had been out six hours 
and its foreman announced that it had reached no decision f 
on the guilt of Talmadge Hayer, Sabbatino looked at that) 
panel and his mouth opened and his Jaw dropped down to hist 
collar button. \ 

Yesterday wore on and the Jury was still undecided, hour 
by hour, Sabbatino's faith In the Innocence of his client was 
fortified; by late afternoon, he was even saying that. If he . 
Just had a little money, he could get to the bottom of th* 
conspiracy that had made Hayer its victim. 

And, a little after midnight this morning, when the Jury - : 
rendered the only verdict that the evidence and Hayer htm- 
Ec'-f had left open to it, Sabbatino was on his feet demanding; - 
thai the district attorney's office make available to bim all " 
the testimony of the witnesses it had not called, so the de- 
fense could have t chance to pursue the conspiracy. 

So, for a case that will keep him In hock for six months, ' 
Sabbatino had almost managed to believe the impossible. 
This Is a ridiculous craft; and yet how magnificent it can be 
Is Its honor. He dreams too much who dreams of banging a 
Jury for a client who has already hung himself; and yet what 
a go Peter Sabbatino had given that dream.
